DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose or suggest, "a concavity sinking inward in a radial 
direction including a discharge hole for discharging the developer, the discharge hole 
being located on a downstream end wall portion in a rotation direction of the concavity, 
wherein an opening area of the discharge hole is formed to be smaller than an area of 
the end wall portion," and, "the conveying portions being formed.... of which adjacent 
two conveying portions in the axial direction being arranged in such a manner that an 
end portion on a downstream side in the rotation direction of one conveying portion and 
an end portion on an upstream side in the rotation direction of the other conveying 
portion adjoin each other in the axial direction," in combination with the remaining claim 
elements as set forth in claim 1 and claims 2-9 depending therefrom. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see request for reconsideration, filed 2/10/2009, with 
respect to claims 1-9, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-9 has been withdrawn. 
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Regarding Applicant's remarks on pages 5 and 6 of the response, pertaining to 
claims 1-9, Examiner concedes that the previous identification of Nagahama, et al. (JP 
2004-347961), as prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a) was incorrect 
in both instances. This Nagahama reference does not qualify as prior art under any 

section of 35 U.S.C. 102. Therefore the 102(b) and 103(a) rejections in the previous 
Office Action, which relied upon this reference, were improper and are now withdrawn.
